It must be commenced
by *ubrtitutmg kindness fbt coercion b] teedine
aid elothnig them rather than w airing upon and
driving them from their territory.

It cannot be denied that most of the depredations
commute d by the Indians on our frontiers are the
offspring of dire necessity. 1 he advance of oorpopav-
lalion compels Ihem lo relinquish their fertile lands
:uid seek refuge in sterile regions which furnish
neither (orn nor name << r their subsistence, im-
jx lied by hunger, they seize the horses, mules and
cattle of the pioneers to rt Iieve the wants and satisfy
the cravings of natura, 1 hey are immediately pur¬
sued, und when overtaken severely punished. Thai
creates a feeling of revenue on'their put. which
-teas its gratification ia outrages on the person1 and
property of peaceable inhabitants. The a hole coun-
'r> tbtii becomes excited, and a desolating war, at¬
tended w lib a vast aaorlAoe of blood ami treaeure,
ensuca. This, it ia believed, ig a true histon of the
origin of most of our Indian hostilities. To avoid
i < suit like trie**-, I Mount rasswctfuUjr reoomnaaad
thai approprialieetabe made to bay food and clothing
to supply 'heir immediate wants that they oe per¬
mittee to letitm suitable portions of their pre*ent
territory, which should be. set apart for their cxeltt-
siteuse and occupation that they be furnislicl with
implements of husbandry and domestic animals and
encouraged to engage in agricultural and pa toral
pursuits, and to rely on the products of their labor,
instead of the spoils of the caase, for the support of
themselves and their families.

tcaeh thrm the uses of agriculture and the art* of
peace, and make them le «rit to substitute beef and
pork and mutton as their mod for Ihe deer and the
buffalo Mildnesa mast itgpplanl fbrea, Their s-elf-
respect must be stimulated, and manual laSor schools
introduced among them and the) should be taught
to look forward to the day a hen they may be elevated
to the dignity of American citizenship.
By niem alike these we shall soon reap ."ir re¬

ward m the suppression of Indian depredations in
the diminution ol tha expenses ol the Department
ol War in it valuable addition to our pradm tive
population in the increase of our agriculture and
commerce, and tn the proud oonaciousaaas iha* we
have removed from our national escutcheon the
Main It fl upon it hy our acknowledged inju. tire to
the Indian race.
